THE MAGISTRATES’ BILL. 
» Our report in last evening's issue of the Council 
proceedings left off at the’ consideration .of the 
hundred-and twenty clauses of the above Bill, 
After some misor alterations of the text Part II 
was’reached, °° ae ‘ 

The Attorney-General said—It was suggested 
as advisable by the Committee that Justices of 
the Peace should have the power to issue war- 
rants. In the case. of a person who is going to es- 
cape, perhaps a man might ‘not be ‘able to 
find a Magistrate, it might be cut’of offic: hours, 
and it was therefore suggested that something 
should be done to give the power to-Justices ‘of 
the Peace to issue warrants—not to hear the 
case, but simply to have the man arrested and 
brought before the. proper authoritics, To 
mect this view I have to propose that the follow- 
ing sub-section be added “In all cases where a 
Magistrate may issue a warrant . forthe 
apprehension, itshall,incasesof urgency, belawful 
for a Justice of the Peace, upon the application 
ofa police officer,and uponoath beingmadebefore 
him substantiating the matter of the information 
to his satisfaction, to issue such warrant, in order 
that such person thay be brought before tue 
Maristas, to bedealt with according to.law.! 
In land a Justice of the Peace may issue a 
warrant and also issue the necessary process
